1. (Currently Amended) A method for providing secure transmissions across a network 
comprising a client device and a server, the method comprising: 
at the client device, generating a stream of watermark bits; 

generating a plurality of watermarks, each of the plurality of watermarks comprising an 
index number and a portion of the stream of watermark bits; 

inserting at loaot on e each of the plurality of watermarks into eaeh a header of a 
respective one of a plurality of outgoing packets;

wherein generating the stream of watermark bits includes generating a stream of 
watermark bits from an authorization and synchronization packet previously exchanged between 
the client device and the server. 
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
